* plies to the forefaid Cities and Places, and even to 
‘ the Enemy's Army, tothe manifeft Differvice of 
* the Common Caule, and notorioufly to the Sup- 
‘ port of the Enemy, who without fuch Affiftance 
‘could not procure neceffary Subfiftance there for 
* forthemfelves. Now we, being very follicitous. 
* to put a ftop thereto, have thought fic exprefly to 
“ forbid and interdict al} and every Perfon of what 
* State or Condition foever, as by thefe Prefents we 
‘ do forbid and prohibit them, to conveigh not only 
‘any Provifions or Ammunition, but any other 
* Wares, Goods, or Merchandize, to the Army of 
‘ the Enemy, to Calais, Graveling, Dunkirk, New- 
‘ port, Ghent, Bruges, or other Places in Flanders, 
‘which are Garrifon’d by the Enemy’s Troops ; 
‘on Penalty of the Confifcation and Forfeiture of 
‘ all the Provifions, Ammunition, and other Goods, 
‘ Wares or Merchandize, which fhall appear to have 
‘ been defign’d to be conveigh’d or to be actually 
* conveighin 
‘and of a Fine of four Times the Value of the 
* the fame, together with the Veffels, Boats, Wag- 
* gons, Carts, and Horfes, wherein or wherewith 
* {uch Provifions or other Goods, Wares, and Met- 
* chandize were carry’d ; and befides, all thofe who 
‘ thall be convicted of {ending or felling or to have 


* given Commiffion for fending or felling,during this 


* Prohibition, any Povifions or other Goods, Wares, 
* and Merchandize, by Water or by Land, tothe 
* foremention’djArmy, Cities or Places, fhall without 
* Mercy be put to Death as Enemies of the State, 
and Traitors to their native Country.

* of a Judge, of being not only de Facto turn'd out 
* of their Offices and Employments with Infamy, 
* but of further arbitrary Punifhment, fuitable to 
‘ the Exigency of the Cafe. 


* Further, for the Encouragement of all Perfons . 


‘ to detect the Frauds which may be attempted to 


to the faid Army, Cities and Places, 


; be put in Pradtice in Breach of this Placard, and 
. to difcover the Contraveners, to the End they may, 
, be brought to condign Punifthmeat; We do pro- 
; mife by thefe Prefents, that on the Difcovery of 

the Fraud and Siezure of the Effects, fo that the 
“ Criminal be taken into the Hands of Juftice, and 
* be convicted of the Fact and Fraud, a Reward of 
* one thoufand Gulders fhali be psid by the State ; 
* and all Confifcations and Profits, which fhall re- 
* fult from this Placard, ihall be divided into three 
* equal Parts, one third of which fhall go tothe 
: Officer who makes the Seizure, and the remaining, 
‘two thirds to the Difcoverer, even though he 
‘fhould have Part and Intereft in the faid Frauds ; 
* that is to fay, provided the Difcovery be made in 
‘ time ; and in that Cafe the Difcoverer fhall go un- 
* punifh’d, and his Name (if he defire it) be con-

“ We command and injoyn the Councils of the Ad« 
‘ miralties, the “Advocate Fifcal, together with 
* the Admirals, Vice-Admirals, Captains and Com- 
‘ manders, to obferve and caufe to be obferv’d this
